Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Vinalhaven  : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  schools,  and  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  the  school 
department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  22,  1902. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  good  year's  work  done 
in  all  the  schools.  There  are  very  few  exceptions  where  the 
pupils  have  not  shown  an  interest  to  do  their  very  best  work. 

All  the  classes  will  complete  the  work  prescribed  by  the 
course  of  study  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  The  class  to 
graduate  from  the  High  School  will  fully  complete  the  course 
which  includes  a  thorough  review  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and 
Grammar  the  last  year.  This  is  a  gain  over  any  other  year, 
but  the  real  gain  has  been  in  the  grammar  schools  as  previous 
classes  had  to  complete  the  last  year  of  grammar  work  or  a 
portion  of  it  in  the  High  school. 

Parents  have  been  in  better  touch  with  the  schools  than  ever 
before,  and  are  better  able  to  decide  if  they  have  made  the  ad- 
vancement looked  for,  and  to  decide  if  the  schools  are  fitted  to 
train  their  children  to  become  useful  citizens. 

What  the  pupil  learns  and  remembers  is  important,  but  it  is 
more  important  that  he  be  taught  to  know  the  powers  he  pos- 
sesses and  how  to  use  them  both  in  and  out  of  school,  so  that 
they  shall  do  him  and  the  world  the  best  service. 

The  problem  which  most  puzzles  the  minds  of  every  young 
teacher  and  many  an  older  one  is  the  question  of  discipline. 
It  is  the  foundation  upon  which  all  the  worth  of  the  school 
room  is  based.  Visitors  make  it  their  criterion  of  success  or 
failure,  and  the  public  opinion  has  much  to  do  with  the  suc- 
cess of  any  school.  The  very  best  teacher  without  the  confi- 
dence and  approval  of  the  parents  will  usually  teach  an  un- 
profitable school.  It  is  for  the  interest  of  the  schools  that 
parents  should  give  the  teacher  a  deserving  support.  Without 
this  help  the  teacher  is  striving  against  great  odds  ;  with  it  she 
enters  upon  her  work  with  almost  a  certain  guarantee  of 
success. 

The  cause  for  the  overdraw  on  the  repair  account  was  the 
dilapidated  condition  of  the  oubtuildings  in  No.  3,  made  it 
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necessary  to  build  new  ones.  Two  rows  of  steam  pipe  have 
been  added  to  the  High  school  room  which  has  made  the 
room  much  more  comfortable  during  the  cold  weather. 

The  Histories  should  be  exchanged  the  first  of  the  year  and 
the  Geographies  and  Grammars  are  badly  worn.
